Russia in tho Far East.
Tho Shanghai despatch to tho London

Globe that tho repairs of tho docks and
shops and tho storing of coal nt Port Ar-

thur aro intrusted to Russian engineers, U
credible, but its nssertion that Russian war
ships aro more numerous than British in
the Pactflc docs not seem well founded.

Perhaps tho impression arises from tho
recent assembling of no fewer than fifteen
Russian vessels In a Chinese bay. But ac-

cording to the .dtZnilralt and Iloree Guards
Gazette of as lato a date ns Sept. 10, tho
total of Russian war ships in the Pacific is
23, and sovcrnl of thoso could not tako part
In n serious fight, whilo England has in
Chincso waters 35 vessels, apart from tho
Wlvorn and another permanently stationed
at Hong Kong.

Tho English squadron Includes tho nenrly
new Centurion, carrying Admiral Buller's
flag, a flno 10,C00-ta- n armorclad of about
our Indiana's displacement; tho Grafton,
7,850 tons; tho Immortality, Undaunted,
nnd Narcissus, armored cruisers of
5,000 tons; nnd theso flvo are all
good vessels. Another five, tho Mercury,
Rainbow, Spartan, Piquo, and JEohis, nro
unnrmored ships, but of .1,000 tons or over.
Tho renininlng vessels, however, tho Alac
rity, Archer, Caroline, Daph.no, Firebrand,
Pigmy, Plover, Swift, Linnet, Poncock,
Porpoise, Rattler, Redbreast, Redpolc, and
Tweed, nro mostly smnll gunboats or ves-

sels of that general charncter, ono or two of
tho larger, liko tho Archer nnd Porpoise,
being liko our Yorktow n type.

But If tho nssertion that tho Russians
outnumber tho British in tho wntcrs of
tho far Enst Is not correct, It is cer-

tain thnt thoy havo soma fine nnd pow-

erful vessels thero; nnd, nbovo nil, It is
clenr thnt tho French nnd Russlnns com-
bined rcnlly outnumber tho British, nnd
that tho Germans, who could not be counted
upon to support the latter, to hay tho lenst,
nro also represented thero by several eff-
icient cruisers. England could reuiiforco her
China squadron from Admiral Diu'mmondM
in tho East Indies, but the Ilonnvonture, of
4,1100 tons, is tho only vessel of much

that could be sent, nud tho de-

spatch of more gunboats would hnrdly
tho htrongtli. A quicker

nnd perhaps better reinforcement might bo
had from Admiral Bkidue's Australasian
squadron, where the flagship is the Orlando,
of 5,000 tons, whilo tho Imperietise, of
8, 400 tons, and of moro fighting power,
could also ho sent.

But howeer strong Russia maybe in
Asiatic waters, her purposes there, it is safu
to say, will not bo effected by pitting her
fleet ngnlnst England's. Tho striking spec-
tacle of tho times is tho rising infiii-enc- o

nnd prestige of Russia both in Eu-rop- u

nud Asia, thrown Into contract with
the dwindling of England on both conti-
nents. The Isolation of Great Britain has
long been plain, but it is tho prevailing
desire of other countries to bo on good terms
with Russia that Is Hrhaps even mqnd
striking; whlRi tho ' of her diplrv A
both la tho Ifla Jfo "? M

and tho apparent readiness of China nnd
Japan to vie In making terms with her, sug-

gest thnt the truo question has como to bo,

not meroly what fleets and armies Russia
has of her own, but what shocan command.

Wlint Sir. aiadstono Said.

In tho full text of Mr. Gladstone's great
speech, which wo printed yesterday, nntl
which filled moro than thrco nnd a half col-

umns of The Sun, two features nro certain
to havo attracted particular attention. Wo
havo In mind, flrst, tho special obligation
which, as he showed, rests upon Englaud to
rescue tho remnant of tho Armenians from
their horriblo position, nnd, secondly, tho
mode of Interposition to which ho thinks tho
British Government should havo recourso.

Even If tho other Europonn powers rofnso
to go beyond paper remonstraucos against
tho rolternted butcheries of tho Armenians,
England Is not thereby rolloved from lior
specific responsibility. The demonstration
of this responsibility formal tho bnckbono
of Mr. Gladstone's speech. Ho points out
that forty years ago, by tho troaty of Paris,
Turkey gnvo n solemn promlso to lntrodlico
in Armenia, ns ona point of her dominions,
substantial reforms. Tho promlso was
broken. Twenty-tw- o yoars afterward sho
renewed tho pledgo by tho treaty of Berlin.
This pledgo also wus violated. In 1878,
however, another treaty was made,
known ns tho Anglo-Turkis- h convontlon.
Thoroiu England tried to obtain security
for tho fulfilment of tho promlso by offer-
ing compensation. England undertook to
defend Turkey In Armonla ngnlnst unjust
aggression on tho part of Russia, whilo Tur-
key in her turn undertook to Introduce Into
Armenia roforms, tho nature of which wus
to bo settled by agreement betweon tho
parties. Now, the two flrst of tho treatios
above mentioned constituted obligations by
which tho other European powors wero
bound in conjunction with England and to
precisely tho samo extent. But tho third
treaty, tho Anglo-Turkis- convention, im-

posed a separate and distinct obligation
on tho ono sido upon Eugland and on tho
other side on Turkey. Thnt is tho position
in which, so far as the right and tho duty to
Interpose nro concerned, England deliber-
ately placed herself. "Am I then to bo

told," asks Mr. Gladstone, "that tho
breach of such a treaty as this has no power
to vest England with a right to require, and
peremptorily to require, nn application of
reforms nud of all institutions calculated to
maintain them In Armenia f"

Tho right Is undeniable, and tho duty to
cxerclso It is as imperative nnd sacred as
ever rested upon a nntlon. But how shall
it be exercised ? Shall Eugland undcrtako
to coerco tho Sultan In the faco of a threat
that tho other powers of Europe will meet
such coercion with war f Mr. G ladstone re-

fuses to believe that such a threat has been
uttered, or that, if uttered, it would bo
carried out. He regards It as essen-
tially incredlblo that any Christian power
would encourago tho Sultan to withhold re-

forms nhich would constitute a barrier be-

tween tho Armenians and destruction. As-

suming, however, that the worst should
happen ami that such n threat should ac-

tually be made, Mr. Gladstone hesitates
not to say that his country ought, even In a
righteous cnuse, to plunge into war
against tho rest of Europe. But sho
ought nt least to attempt the coercion, to
vi hich she has a treaty right ; and should sho
then be compelled by the shameful opposi-
tion of Europe to suspend her exemplary
efforts, sho will stand absolved at the bar of
history from any sharo of responsibility
for n great crime against humanity.
Meanwhile thero is ono step which,
In Mr. Gladstone's opinion, England
ought to take nt once, and to persist In,
until tho wrongs of the Armenians aro
redressed. She ought to recall her Ambas-
sador from Constantinople nud to dismiss
tho Turkish Ambassador in London. Tho
presenco of tho Ambassadors of the six
great powers ac Constantinople during tho
whola series of outrages perpetrated in
Armenia, nnd their continued presenco
when to distant massacre was added
massacre on tho spot and in full view of tho
embassies, has had the effect, the unintended
but distinct effect, of countenancing and
supporting the Sultan in his atro-
cious acts. In Mr. Gladstone's judgment,
tho maintennnco of diplomatic relations
with Turkey, which has not hindered the
slaughter of four thousand Armenians in
tho streets of Constantinople, operates as
an encouragement to tho Sultan, because it
recognizes him as an ally, as ono still en-

titled to claim every diplomatic courtesy,
and with whom, as tho world is virtually
told, tho Christian powers havo no differ-
ences except such ns can bo arranged by a
few exchanges of courtesy and argumont.

In a word, Mr. Gladstone would havo
England treat tho crowned nssasslu, AUDUL
IlAJlin, ns If ho wero beyond tho palo of
diplomatic recognition, nn outcast from
civilization, an enemy of tho human race.

Profnno Celerity in Learning tlio
Ratio.

Milwaukee. Sept. and Michi-

gan wero for many yoars parts of ths snmo
territory. Lake Mlohlgan, the natural bound-nr- y

between the two, Is only fifty miles wldo at
most points, and the northern peninsula of
Michigan, dividing I.nko Michigan and Lako
Superior, lies directly on tho land border of
Wisconsin, and It Is so llttlo marked by geo-

graphical lines that tho actual boundary of tha
two Stntes at this point has long been In dis-

pute Notwithstanding this geographical prox-

imity, and tha former assoolatlon of the two
States In one territory, nnd tholr similarity In
land nnd climate, Wisconsin and Michigan aro
dtvorgentStntcBln their Politics, this Stato In-

clining usually to what Is conservative, solid,
genuine, and substantial, whereas Michigan
Is sometimes drawn off to tho support of radi-

cal. If not revolutionary politics.
In tho days of greenhnck excitement nnd agi-

tation Michigan Inclined usually townrd tho In-

flation sido, whilo Wisconsin was to bo found in
support of hard money. No later than tha
recent Republican Kntlonal Convontlon at St.
Louis Michigan was found wavering toward freo
silver, or soma compromise with that financial
heresy, while Wisconsin stood solidly for sound
money. That was on tho ltcpubllcun sido, nnd
on tho Democratic side tho lines of dlfTerenco
wero equally well mnrked. At tho Convention
to choose delegates to Chicago, Wisconsin caino
out solidly and unequivocally for sound
monoy, whereas tlio Democrats of Mtchlgnn
wero, many of them, fnvorablo to silver
colnago on tho lines of tholr doclnratlon
adopted in the Stato Convention of June 'H,
1804, which was "In favor of tho froo, un-
limited colnago of sllvor, nt a ratio that will
permit the debtors to pay their debts upon tho
same basis on which they wero contracted."
In tho Chicago Contention the 28 votes of tbo
Mlchtgnndelogatlon which was seated wero cast
solidly in favor of tho platform
as ndopted, whereas the Hi votes of Wisconsin
wero cast solidly ugalnst it. In tho balloting
for tbo Presidency, on tho fifth and doclslvo
vote tho 8 dclogatss of Michigan appeared in
the Bryan column, whilo flvo only of tho Wis-
consin delegates woro found there, tho other ID
refusing to voto.

Without an understanding of theso points of
dllforonce in tho politics of theso two neighbor-
ing Statos no propor view of the situation hero
can be attained. This situation is wholly fa-

vorable to McKInley nnd Ilohart. All tho pres-

ent indications aro that the twelvo electoral
vutcsof Wisconsin nro cortniti for theso candi-
dates by n majority which will probably no In
excess of 40,000 nnd may run nearer to 00,000.
It is moro of a farming Stute than Michi-
gan, there being 111, 000. 000 acres of farm lands
In Wisconsin and only 14,000,000 In Michigan,
though territorially Mlchlgnn is tho larger
State of the two, covering 67,000 sriuaro miles,
whereas Wisconsin covers only 54.000. Why,
then. Is not tho agitation of tho agrarian re-

formers of tho Farmers' Alliance variety moro
influential in this Stato than in its moro east-
ern neighbor?

Tha rulo of commercial lifo in Wisconsin bus
been the rule of Individuality for moro than
half n century; personal effort by each settler,
small farms, small business ventures, diversi-
fied products, nnd a prudent view of mercantile
atfairr. In Michigan the rulo has been consoli-
dation, expansion by combinations, and the de-

velopment of the Stato " by wholcale." Asa
result of this, tho material wealth of Wisconsin
is much moro generally dllfusod than thnt of
Michigan. There are fewer millionaires in
this Stato than In its Wolverine neighbor, but,
on tho other hand, thero is loss pentity and
destitution here thnn Is to bo found on the other
sido of tho great lake. Nearly all tho Indus-
tries of Michigan, important In number nnd
extent, the enormous lumber industry, the Iron
mines, tho salt indubtry, tho copper mines, and
the sheep Industry nro In tho hands of n few
persons. Michigan stands first nmonc the

Slates, second in the production of
copper, flrst In the production of salt, uud ery
near tho top In the production of wool,
with $0,300,000 In sheep at tho lust com-
putation, or more than Texas and second
only to Ohio and California. There nro
fow employers, and, relatively to tho
number of such, a vast nrmy of employees. In
Wisconsin tho number of men who nro "work-
ing for themselves" is very much larger, and
consequently a larger share or tho earnings of
industry remain in tho State: but In Michigan
they go out of It, as is tho case with Its rail-
roads, for Instance, few shares of stock or bonds
In Michigan being owned within Its borders.
The truuk lines through the Stato arc, to n
great extent, owned by Englishmen. It is not
so here in Wisconsin.

Wisconsin mh admitted Into tho L'nlon in
1848. and at Presidential eloctions It has been
generally found since then in tho Itepubllenn
column; not uniformly, for at tho last elec-
tion, that of 18W.', it wns cnrrlcd by the Demo-
crats. Tho voto was 177.000 for tho Cleveland
electoral ticket nnd 170,000 for tho Hnrrlson
electoral ticket. In Milwaukee the fight was
uncommonly close. Mr. Cleveland's majority be-

ing only about 1100 In a roll of .0,000. Actually
It was and thero were 007 votes cast for
tien. Bldwell, tho Prohibition nominee, and
l.y.SOfor (Jen. Weaver, tho Populist. Milwau-
kee county Includes the city of Milwuukeonnd
eight small neighboring tow ns, tho vote of w hich
is not Important independent, for It Is con-

trolled chlctly by tho courso of things In Mil-

waukee. Tho Democratic majority lu lM):.',
therefore, could not be ascribed to unyspliitof
industrial unrest nt that time, for it enmo ftom
the farming districts of the btnto chlcily.

1,4,000, out of a population of '..'04,000 at that
time, were natives of Germany. If thero
wasn't a brewery lu Milwaukee, nud thero Is,
and If there wasn't n glnss of beer drunk In
Milwaukee, nnd thero Is, overy mlnuto of tho
dny nnd of the night, and if there wasn't a
geranium plant on the window sill of nearly
every house in a residential street, a
deaf and dumb tunn would know boforo
ho was hero ten minutes that this is
a "Gorman town."

Thero aro moro Germans In this btnto thun in
Michigan and Minnesota rolled together, and
not only Is that tho case, but this is also nn now
thing, for the emigration of Germans to Wis-
consin has been going on for a great number of
years; and, as tbo voting returns show, n large
portion of tho native American
voters aro of German descent.

Other foreign nationalities aro represented
among the voters of Wisconsin, Thereiiremany
Norwegians, especially In the northern part of
thBhtntr. Thcicnro more Belgians in Wiscon-
sin than In nny oilier State of tho l'nlon, and,
unlike Michigan nnd Minnesota. Wisconsin lias
few Canadian residents, relatively few, thnt
Is, for thero were only 113,000 Canadians hero
by the last census, ns compared with 181,000
In Michigan. Nearly every ono In thu Knst
familiar with tho courso of politics lias
eotuu knowledge of the schuul cutitrotisy
here, which sent tho Republicans in commission
"on the rocks" in their endeavor toonforco the
provisions of tlio Bennett law, of which most
persons havo some knowledge.
